TAFT'S ,WAR CHIEF WHO QUITS OFFICE 


Under Leadership of General Orozco They 


Put Provisional President Under 


Arrest and Force Terms. 


Juarez, Mexico, May 13.—Rebellion 


within the ranka of the Maderoist 
.army this morning resulted in the de- 
claring under arrest of Francisco I. 
Madero. jr., provisional president, the 
demand and acceptance of the de- 
mand that Madero's cabinet resign 
and for two hours threatening the de- 
struction of the Juarez army as a 
concrete fighting foorce. 
' Excitement' about the Madero head- 
quarters was observed at 
about 11 


o'clock. .Gen. 
Pasqual. Orozco 
and 


other military chiefs were seen in ve- 
hement discussion 
-with 
Provisional 


President Madero, which gave rise to 
a report that the insurrecto soldiers 
had. demanded the life 
of Gener.il 


Navarro. The -latter is said to be in 
disfavor with many insurrectos for 
alleged acts of cruelty occurring in 
previous battles In northern. Mexicb, 
particularly at 
Cirro Prieto, whera 


Gen. Navarro is said to have ordered

Trouble Had Bean Brewing. 


Trouble has been brewing ever since 


it became known yesterday that a 
number of officers in the federal forces 
captured at Juarez had violated their 
'paroles and crossed to the American 
side. Without funds, practically with- 
out food supplies, thid was the last 
straw -with Orozco and his followers, 
who had been much dissatisfied over 
the manner in which Madero had fol- 
lowed up the hard fought victory of 
Juarez in appointing .cabinet officers 
with whom they asserted he consulted 
over .state matters in preference to his 
army officers and his apparent neglect 
of the actual needs of his' followers. 


Force Terms Upon. Madero. 


'Orozco today gathered about a hun- 


dred' of his/followers, all heavily armed, 
and 
most of them mounted, and 


marched to the headquarters of Provi- 
sional President Madero. There .Qrozco 
demanded of 3via3e.ro money for his 
,'unpa'd men and foo.d- for' their unfed 
.' stomachs. , 
• • 


'Madero could not comply. He ex- 


. plained that it was impossible to grant 
the demands at the moment but that 
arrangements 
would be made jmme- 


aiately to provide for their necessities. 
Orozco .heatedly 
replied that .this 


neglect had been borne too long. Ma- 
dero was then placet^ under arrest. 


Deaf to Madero's Appeal, 


Outside the 
door were lined the 


followers of • Orozco watching eagerly 
the animated argument between their 
general and the provisional president. 


Madero came to the doorway and 


made an appeal 
to the soldiers to 


support" him in the crisis, explaining, 
:is he had done unsuccessfully 
with 


Orozco, that .their needs would bo at- 
tended to within ii brief time. 
But 


his appeal fell on dear uars. 


."Viva Orozco," went up from the 


ranks of the men, anil Madero, dis- 
heartened, turned back to his office, 
followed by Orozco. Further discus- 
sion .ensued. 


Force Cabinet to Resign. 


Orozco finally demanded the imme- 


diate resignation of the Madero cab- 
inet, saying scornfully 'that they were 
incompetent and. that Madero here- 
after should pay more heed to the 
needs of his soldiers.. To this de- 
mand Madero acquiesced and finally 
tho provisional president and his gen- 
eral embraced In true. Latin1, fashi m 
andthe incipient rebellion came to an 
end' with 'the understanding that the 
cabinet would, cease 'to exist arid 'that 
the/ troops 
would be 
looked'after. 


HOWJ- deeply, the;, rebellion p_ermeatud 
the-.rrarr&S; o(r"th;e;Tihsurrectos -outside 
of .Orozcb.'s(,.boinmand't.is:'nof known. 
But from talk, with:the-soldiers them- 
selves it would appear -that ttie. dis-

so widespread as to affect nearly the 
entire Juarez fighting forces. 


WILL SURRENDER CANANEA. 


Cananea, Sonora, Mexico, May 13.— 


Jose Carmelo and 'Tomas Lopez Lina- 
rez,' representing the federal govern- 
ment, who are in conference with Juan 
Cabral, the. rebel leader, are .under- 
stood to be negotiating for the surren- 
der of Cananea and it is stated that 
only a few minor details remain to be 
agreed upon and that Cabral will un- 
doubtedly occupy" the town tonight 
without resistance. 


PEACE PROSPECTS BRIGHTEN. 


Juarez, Mexico, May 13.—Prospects 


for restoring peace in Mexico became 
noticeably bright here today when 
provisional 'government officials ' read 
the explanation given by Ministe 
Limantour in an Associated Press dis- 
patch from Mexico City last night 
concerning President Diaz's real inten 
tion about continuing in power. Most 
of the leaders were surprised to reac 
that .'fudge -Carbajal, the federal en- 
voy, has been sent a message by 
Minister Limantour after the Diaj 
manifesto was issued and dissatisfac- 
tion with its contents was apparent 
asking the rebels to state in what terms 
they wished the Diaz announcement to 
be mada.

X. H., who 
was shot and killed while working in 
a bed room at Mrs. Dodge's home in 
Lanonburg. on Sept. 17. i?io. No one 
except Mrs. Dodge and Heath were In 
the house when the shooting occurred 
and no mosive for the killing was set 
forth by tfie state.

Nine-years-ago this-tnonth the flagrant conduct-of 


that great association of interest which takes form in 
the popular mind as the "beef trust" aroused general 
indignation in-response to which the government be- 
gan an inquiry that ensued in an injunction to re- 
strain the packers from maintaining a combine. Four 
years later sixteen packers and four packing corpor- 
ations were indicted. | At the end of the year the 
cases were called for trial. • In the month of March 
following Federal Judge Humphries invented the now 
famous "immunity bath" process and dismissed the 
cases, thereby bringing upon his head the severe; dis- 
pleasure of the president of the United States. 
In 


March a year ago die National Packing company was 
indicted and three months subsequently Federal Judge 
Landis quashed the indictment and in July a new 
grand jury began a fresh investigation which issued 
last September in true bills against ten of the big Chi- 
cago packers. The decision of Federal Judge Car- 
penter overruling the demurrer of those defendants to 
the indictments is the latest!development of this anti- 
trust prosecution begun nine years ago. Judge Car- 
penter's decision is of utmost importance because it 
•fully upholds the sufficiency of the Sherman anti-trust 
jaw to deal with the cases and holds the indictments 


- 
'sound. But no more than a good start has been ac- 
complished in this anti-trust, suit. That is not a far 
journey in a decade of effort. 
When the end will 


come, if ever there is to be an end, no one can foresee. 
Meanwhile the packers go on doing business in the 
same old way, in full control of the buying market for 
live, stock and the selling market for the dressed pro- 
.iiuict. The entire catalogue of legal recourse from the 


/ '"(rial court to the supreme tribunal of the nation re- 


main's to be exhausted by titanic interests that have 
uncounted millions and inestimable power. 


The resignation of Secretary of War Dickinson, 


though unexpected, seems to cause no surprise. That 
there were differences in the Taft cabinet over the 
situation in Mexico has been apparent for several 
weeks, though it is now hinted that the direct occa- 
sion for his retirement lies in a sharply drawn issue 
between himself and General Wood, chief of the gen- 
eral staff. Mr. Dickinson assigns business reasons for 
his resignation, and no doubt he has private' affairs 
that press for attention, but there appear to be excel- 
lent grounds for ascribing hi* desire to get out of the 
cabinet to a strained situation ensuing from affairs in 
Mexico. The vacancy comes at a propitious time for 
the president and he has readily availed himself of it 
to heal serious breaches in the republican party in New 
York. Henry L. Stimsor^ who has been appointed to 
the war portfolio, was republican candidate for gov- 
ernor in New York last fall and was the personal 
choice of Colonel Roosevelt for the nomination. He 
will prove a capable war secretary, no-doubt. •. 


Timothy L'. Woodruff imparted to President Taft 


the solace of a prediction that if things keep on as they 
are now going New York will go off democratic next 
year with a great whirr and a loud buzz. Timothy re- 
fuses to get over it that the trimming given him and 
the old guard last year by the fretful colonel was a 
republican calamity. Still the prospect of which he is 
the cheerful harbinger is plausible enough, even if he 
isn't the cause of it.

General Diaz professes to fear a state of anarchy 


if he resigns. He may look for it, but is not afraid of 
it, because that is what all the signs point to if he does 
not make way for a change soon. 


Associated Press dispatches Friday carried an in- 


teresting summary of revolutionary conditions in 
Mexico. Besides showing that the city of Chihuahua, 
'the most important center in Northern' Mexico, is 
•effectually beleaguered and likely soon to fall into the 
hands of the rebels, many other towns and cities to 
'the south are either in possession of or seriously 
threatened by the revolutionary forces. 


' That .'this situation will be greatly expanded when 


the news of thte tremendous rebel success at Juarez be- 
comes popular knowledge is not to be doubted. The 
dispatch indicates that the rebel bodies are not only 
-more numerous but in each case are 
numerically 


stronger than was generally supposed. That they 
need arms, ammunition and provisions goes without 
'the saying, but these military defects will be to a great 
extent mended from the stores captured at Juarez and 
the better opporunity the rebels now have to pro- 
cure munitions from the United States. 


The next great objective doubtless will be Chihua- 


hua, where the beleaguered federals and the populace 
have been completely isolated for several weks. A 
raising of the embargo on railway traffic will no doubt 
be welcomed there no matter by whom it may be lift- 
ed. The capture of Chihuahua would have great 
moral effect in behalf of the revolutionary party and 
would prove a decidedly fit preliminary to the threat- 
ened movement against the capital if the government 
continues to block the way to a peace by negotiation. 


Summed up, the situation today tremendously favors 


the rebels and another fortnight of the war will in all 
probability see the Madero forces moving forward to 


•a. focus at the City of Mexico. With the rebel strength 
without daily increasing and sedition within spreading 
and becoming bolder the fate of the Diaz seat of power 
can hardly be regarded as involved in much doubt if 
an investment becomes necessary to the revolutionary 
cause. 


The Ohio senate thoroughly realizes that a job of

The middle of May is at hand and the senate has 


not yet got the Canadian reciprocity bill anywhere near 
the floor.

will come the free list bill with unlimited opportunity 
to prolong the session into the session of the sere and 
yellow.

Whether the president shall be inaugurated on the fourth 


of March or on the last Thursday in April is a matter of 
no especial importance to the country at large. It 'is of 
consequence, however, tn those several thousand patriotic 
citizens who make it a point to travel to "Washington every 
four years for the privilege of seeing Pennsylvania avenue 
draped like Walnut street hcfore the Priests ot Pallas 
parade, and for the chance to stand shivering in the snow 
In front of the capitol while a figure in the dim distance 
on the portico reads a long inaugural address which they 
can't hear. 


So it Is presumed there will he no violent opposition if 


congress should suhmit a constitutional amendment to 
change the date of the inauguration to a more agreeable 
season. 


It was only by. accident that March 4 was hit on as the 


date of trying out the new government in America. 
In 


September. 1788, when the necessary number of states had 
ratified the new constitution, the continental congress had 
to provide for putting things in operation. So it voted that 
on the first AVednesday in January presidential electors 
should he appointed in the several states: that on the first 
Wednesday in February the electors should choose a presi- 
dent, and that on the first Wednesday in March "proceed- 
ings under the said 'constitution" should begin. 


It happened that the first Wednesday in March was the 


fourth. The journal of the house shows that congress as- 
sembled on that day. But the members were slow to ar- 
rive, a quorum was not obtained to count the electoral vote 
until April, and it was not until April 30 that Washington 
was 'Inaugurated. 


The question then arose as to the date on which the terms 


of the federal officials should expire, and in 1790 congress 
appointed a joint committee to report on the matter. This 
committee reported that "thp terms for which the president, 
vice president, senate and house of representatives of the 
United States were respectively chosen, did according to 
the constitution, commence on the fourth of March. 17S9." 
Congress agreed, and the government has been running on 
that basis ever since. 


A federal statute of 1845 provide a uniform day for 


choosing the electors, on "the Tuesday next after the first

The writer would like to ask why it Is 


apparently proposed to abandon all ef- 
fort to have either Calhoun or Harri- 
son streets opened across the railroads, 
when now, and now only, ,are condi- 
tions such as to insure the success of 
that demand. • 


Between Falrfleld avenue on the west 


and Hanna street on the east there are 
ten north and south streets. Of this 
number only two cross the railroads, 
viz: 
Calhoun and Lafayette streets. 


All th« others stop at the property line 
of the railroads. 


In the past forty years there has 


been no serious demand for the open- 
Ins of any of those streets, except two. 
viz: 
Clinton and Harrison—nor is 


there now any suggestion in any ques- 
tion for 
the 
opening of Webster 


street, except 
by 
the 
Pennsylva- 


nia company as a pretended sub- 
stitute for the opening of 
Harrison 


street, and likely Clinton street as 
well. 


The opening of those two streets has 


been almost constantly agitated 
for 


r/iany years and its accomplishment 
would be- of more vaiuc to the entire 
city than all the other streets com- 
bined. 
Flanking Calhoun street—the 


city's main artery of trade and traffic- 
as they do, they would in a few years 
become business streets, as they al- 
ready have In the downtown district. 


For years the railroad companies 


successfully opposed tho opening of 
those streets on the ground that they 
would necessarily be "grade crossings," 
and befng close by their passenger and 
freight stations would greatly handi- 
cap the railroads in their traffic trying 
to avoid obstructing the streets'. This 
objection has now been entirely elim- 
inated by the elevation of the tracks 
in that locality. 
The only reason for 


opposing this Improvement now is that 
it will cost the railroads some money 
to pay their share of the expense In 
establishing bridge structures to carry 
their tracks over the streets whenever 
the latter are' opened. 


In view of the fact that the Pennsyl- 


vania company Is now demanding large 
concessions from tho city in the shape 
ct a right to construct an eight-track 
bridge across Calhoun street, In place 
o£ a four-track structure, as originally 
planned, with additional track rights 
at both Fairfield avenue and Broadway, 
the entire vacation oJ: .Chicago street, 
the vacation of the alley north of Chi- 
cago street, as well as partial vacations 
at McCIellan and 
Webster 
streets, 


without taking irito account their de- 
mand .for vacating Harrison 
street 


from Baker street to Chicago street—, 
in view of its. demands, I say, would'it 
be anything'unreasonanle or even un- 
friendly for the city to ask In exchange 
from the Pennsylvania 
company 
a 


right of way "or easement across it's 
lines for subways' at both Clinton and 
Harrison streets? If'there'is anything 
wrong about this demand on the part 
<jl the city,' will somebdy please "rise 
up" and tell us what it is? 


Now, a few words about themuch- 


talked-of proposition ot a "relocated 
Webster street." 
A "relocated Web- 


ster street" is either a sham and a pre- 
tense to cover up the appropriation of 
Harrison street, or if taken seriously, 
it means an exhibition ot very bad faith 
on the part of the city in its dealings 
with the Wabjish Kailroad company. 
In order to make this c:ear it is neces- 
sary to explain some things that are 
perhaps not generally known or un- 
derstood. 


The track elevation law contains no 


provision for opening-any new streets 
or vacating any old ones. Nor does ii 
provide for railroads acquiring any ad- 
ditional trackage rights over streets 
where grade crossings are established. 
It deals only with the question of elim- 
ination of grade crossings where such 
crossings actually exist, by requiring 


street and Falrfleld avenue. This un- 
derstanding with the Wabash about 
Harrison and Webster streets was well 
known to the Pennsylvania officials at 
the time, and If. they had any objec- 
tion to the opening of Harrison street 
they failed to mention It. The city, at 
a later date, actually vacated the Grand 
street strip and the Wabash as a result 
of this action made extensive pur- 
chases, of real estate south of Grand 
street, extending from Harrlspn street 
westward nearly to Fairfield avenue,

yards in addition to a new freight 
house. 
Any subway at Webster now 


necessarily means that the street would 
have to be carried beneath not only the 
main tracks of the two railroads, but 
the new .freight house. Grand street 
and the new freight yards as well. It 
would cost the city fully as much, if 
not more, than would suffice to build 
two subways, one at Clinton street and 
one at Harrison street. 


To make the opening of Webster 


street, under conditions that now exist, 
even a feasible proposition, it would be 
necessary for the Wabash to elevate its 
new yards, freight house and that part 
of Grand street to the same grade as 
tho Pennsylvania tracks. Unless that 
were done the proposed subway would 
have, to go down to such a depth as 
would involve the city In drainage dif- 
ficulties and result In a long, dark, 
damp hole In the ground that would 
not be worth the price. 


Why Is any such scheme proposed? 


Nobody has yet given a reasonable ex- 
planation. If we turn to the 
Baker 


stre'et side of the situation, we find the 
Pennsylvania company talking about a 
"relocated Webster street." Is It not 
located all right now? Why Is It neces- 
sary to trespass on either Harrison or 
Webster streets, located as they are 
300 feet apart, with a passenger sta- 
tion that Is only 196 feet In length? 
This is-not a conundrum: It's a mys- 
tery. 
Why not keep faith with the 


Wabash company and abandon this 
hole in the ground? Why not insist 
that the Pennsylvania company keep 
its proposed passenger station oft of 
Harrison street, and if it-wants the 
necessary street vacations and addi- 
tional trackage concessions to estab- 
lish its new station It may have them, 
provided it gives the 
city 
equally 


necessary concessions for crossing its 
lines with subways at 
Clinton and 


Harrison 
streets?' 
For years the 


Cressler and Kerr Murray concern has 
been refused permission 
to occupy 


Clinton street; yet now, with the Penn- 
sylvania company asking valuable con- 
cessions from the city 
(concessions 


which really have nothing to do with 
track elevation work) no attempt Is be- 
ing made to.secure rights from it at 
either Clinton or Harrison streets. 


If now is not the opportune time to 


secure those concessions, when will it 
be?

"low One Railroad Enforces Discipline 


Among Its M«n. 


In getting the maximum degree of 


efficiency out of men, the word "dis- 
cipline" plays 
an 
important 
part. 


Especially is this true In handling rail- 
road men, for nothing is more essen- 
tial to the safe and efficient operation 
of a railroad than first rate discipline 


It has been the well nigh universal 


practice of railroads to suspend men 
from the service, or "lay them" off, as 
the expression is used, in cases of vlo 
lation of the rules, for mistakes result- 
ing in damage to property and for 
similar reasons. 
This practice has 


been abandoned by one of the grea 
western .. roads. 
Suspending a man 


from the service for fifteen, thirty or 
even sixty, days, as in some instances 
cannot possibly make him a better o 
more efficient man, it Is argued, bu 
on the contrary it is held that it de 
prives the employe of the opportunitj 
to earn money with which to suppor 
a family, and develops a feeling o 
bitterness against the company. 


The men employed by this road ar 


kept up to grade by a personal recori 
system. When an employe fails to per 
form his work properly, he become 
subject to censure, and the matter re-

Public Surprise. 


EUMORS OF FRICTION 


Washington, May 13.—Jacob Mc- 


Gavock Dickinson has tendered his 
resignation as secretary of war. and it 
has betn accepted by President Tafl. 
Secretary Dickinson will be succeeded 
by Henry Lewis Stimson, who was 
defeated as candidate for governor of 
New York In 1910. 


Secretary 
Dickinson's resignation 


was tendered April 28. and probably 
will take effect Monday, May 15, when 
It Is expected Mr. Stimson will oe 
ready to qualify as his successor. 


To Save Family Fortune. 


Mr. Dickinson reluctantly leaves the 


cabinet at this time to attempt to res- 
cue the private fortune of himself, 
brother-in-law and of several other 
members of his family, invested In coal 
mining property In his native state of 
Tennessee. The property Is now in the 
hands of a receiver and Mr. Dickinson 
fears that unless ho relinquishes all 
official duties and devotes his time to 
Us affairs the Investments of himseif 
and family will be lost. 
...The best relations have existed be- 
tween the president and Secretary 
Dickinson and in conversation with the 
president since tendering his resigna- 
tion the -secretary has e.xprcsscd n 
Willingness to sacrifice his personal af- 
fairs 1 fneed be to remain at the head 
of the war department as long as tl>!

Announcement is Planned. 


Thursday night the president was 


the guest of Secretary Dickinson at 
dinner, and It was then decided' that, 
Inasmuch as Mr. Dickinson's private 
affairs did not Improve and the Mex- 
ican situation did not seem so threat- 
ening, that the president would give 
out from the white house yesterday the 
correspondence which passed with re- 
gard to the resignation.
